8* The above appeare to give the ecsRpIste 
administrative authority of CIO* As outlined, it is purely 
a coordination function with no substance or authority to 
act on its own responsibility in other than an advisory 
and directing capacity* Thus* it has no power;

All the above are fundamental technicalities which apply 
equally to vouohered and unvcuchered funds* 

it Thus, the essential problem is that CIO 
has no power to expend Dove mas nt funds* The Secretary 
of war could give the Director, CIO, unvoueberei funds to 
spend at the latter* a discretion, but even so the certifica- 
tion of the voucher would have to be done by the secretary* 

A good example of the problem is the case of a civilian 
employee now assigned to CIO full time. The classification 
sheet and personnel action papers are headed not "CIO”, but 
"State, War and Navy Department a", and actual payment la 
made on the payroll of one or the other of these Department# 
** k* appropriate* The case in question la paid on far 
Department Contingencies payroll* If necessary or expedient 
for one reason or another, he could be cut off war Department 
and be put on either State or Navy payrolls* A body serving 
CIO could be built up in this way, but it would still be in 
th® fom of Anilities furnished by the Departments, just as 
Army officers are assigned for duty with the Director but 
remain on the Army finance records for pay and administra- 
tion* A time element is injected by Public Law 356, which 
in bri^f provides that no funds may be made available to any 
agency or instrumentality which remains in existence for more 
than one year without a specific appropriation from Congress 
during that year* Consequently, after 22 January 1947, 
Departments could not even furnish unvo ushered funds to the 
Director, CIO, and It would be questionable whether the 
Departments could furnish personnel and supplies paid for 
out of vouohered funds* 
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
